N ew Y ork, Ja n u ary 23d.—T here was a 
d em onstration in M adison S quare G arden 
to-night in com plim ent to M ichael D avitt 
and his wife. 
N early 10,000 persons were 
present. 
P atrick F o rd presided. 
W hen 
D avitt was presented th e people did a vns> 
am ount of cheering, and w hen T..D . l ’ow- 
derly was recognized there was not a little 
cheering, 8s also w hen H en ry George was 
seen am ong the crow d. 
Letters of regret 
w ere received from a num ber of prom inent 
Senatots. D avitt, at th e outset, chose to eon 
strue the dem onstration not only as a greet 
ing to him , but a token o f encouragem ent 
to E rin and of defiance to h er enem ies. 
H e th en adverted to 
th e 
Irish 
ques­ 
tion abroad, and said (he fight on the 
land 
q lies ion 
was 
on 
once 
m ore. 
H e could not picture the in h u m an ities be­ 
ing carriedron by the B ritish Crow n. 
F or 
his part, Ifif w ould have regarded as ju sti­ 
fiable hom icides any shooting by the peo­ 
ple of Glenem: and G len B ay of the bail ill’s 
w ho outraged their hom es. 
[W ild cheers ] 
T h at the Glencoe people let th e bailills es­ 
cape alive was an evidence o f th e law -abid­ 
ing character of th eir race ; and the speaker 
w anted to, and did, “ confess” to-night 
that he is, in a m easure, responsible for the 
passive attitu d e o f the Irish at hom e. 
D avitt yet believed it unw ise to oppose an 
undisciplined force against a disciplined 
pow er. 
T hat w ould m ean sure defeat. 
H e thought the T ory G overnm ent m eant 
w ar to exterm ination, and let th is policy 
becom e know n, and all the w isdom of the 
Conservative leaders could n o t avert som e 
suprem e act of retaliation. B ut before such 
consum m ation shall have been reached the 
eom m on-sense o f E nglishm en w ill have 
asserted itself. 
THE M’gLYNN MATTER. 
T he attention grew intense w hen D avitt 
at length said : " I now w ish to refer to a 
m atter not only of interest to m e and n v 
friends, b u t to th e entire city of New Y ork. 
I cannot well pass over in silence th e case 
ot m y friend, F ath er M cG lynn: b u t in 
w hut I uni 
about to say I 
w iil 
en ­ 
deavor to carefully avoid tlic m istakes of 
others, and w ill refrain from th at line of 
criticism w hich injures th e cause it m eans 
to defend. 
In l)r. M cG lynn’s statem ent in 
a paper this m orning we read as follow s: 
* 1 did prom ise in 18H2 to m ake no m ore 
Irish League speeches, and w hen again 
censured in 1S83 for favoring tiie Irish 
revolution in a speech in b eh alf o f th e suf­ 
fering Irish people, I did prom ise to m ake 
no m ore speeches on the Irish question, 
even for charity, b u t I did not bind m yself 
to abstain for all tim e from public speaking 
on political and social subjects.’ It appears 
from 
th is 
th a t 
his 
otfense 
began 
at 
th e 
last 
m eeting 
th at 
he 
addressed 
in this city in 1882, and C ardinal Sim eoni 
then censured him tor favoring the Irish 
revolution. 
H erein lies th e head and frout 
of Dr. M cG lynn’s offense. 
Now, m ark the 
striking coincidence. 
In 1882 th e Irish 
cause was in a death struggle of discour­ 
agem ent and coercion. 
E very resonrce of 
pow er was em ployed to disru p t our ranks 
and destroy th e Land League, and it w as in 
th at hour—w hen we w ere m enaced by dis­ 
traction—th a t C ¿rJinal S nteoni, at th e de­ 
sire of E nglish agents in Rom e, joined his 
feeble attacks to those of Irelan d 's other 
enem ies. 
It appears now th at h e was not 
satisfied 
w ith 
his 
vain 
attem pts 
to 
coerce 
th e B ishops and priests of Ire­ 
land into doing E ngland’s political w ork. 
H e also aim ed his little thunderbolts at our 
friend in A m erica, because h e w as in ­ 
structed by E ngland th a t it w as here we 
form ed ou r sinew s o f war, and here, of all 
th e friends of Ireland, C ardinal Sim eoni 
singled out for p u n ish m en t one of the m ost 
devoted priests and single-hearted m en 
th a t God has ever called to th e m in istry ;

w hich m eant to grasprobberllandlordism — 
for supporting w hat

called, and w hat 1 am prond to call, th e 
Irish revolution. 
Let there be no m istake 
about the origin o f ihe hostilty to our be­ 
loved friend. 
H ad he been engaged in 
praising E ngland, or defending landlordism 
in 18S2, he m ight to day he th e A rchbishop 
o f New Y’ork. 
F ath er M cGlynn lias done 
w hat Bishops and priests in Irelan d have 
done in defiance of this sam e C ardinal’s 
injunciions. 
He is aw arded the p u n ish ­ 
m ent w hich th e 1‘ropaganda would- have 
m eted 
out to th e F ath er M cG lynns of 
Ireland. 
It is absurd to 
believe 
that 
F ath er M cGlynn w ould leave th e church to 
tak e the stum p, but be claim s, and I think 
rightly, th e right to th in k lor him self in 
political m atters. 
Dr. M cGlynn does not 
enforce his views on a n y person on this 
continent, or in his church ; but u n til they 
are declared by the head of th e C hurch as 
contrary to C atholic faith. Dr. M cGlynn 
tells m e h e w ill not retract these doctrines. 
[Cheers ] 
I sincerely hope Dr. M cGlynn 
will go to Rom e and deiend th e ju stice o f 
these doctrines, and w hile i do not ques­ 
tion th e courage of D r. M cG lynn, I m ust 
say th at those w ho advise him n o t to go lo 
R om e—no m atter how good m ay be their 
in ten tio n s o r objects, are unconsciously 
giving cow ardly advice."

In view of th e pending legislation, the 
Fret Press will to-m orrow publish an in ter­ 
view w ith th is last nam ed creature, which 
gives an account ol a life the horrors of 
w hich can he scarcely im agined. 
On a prom ise of em ploym ent, M innie, 
w hose husband had deserted h er in C hi­ 
cago, was induced to go to a cam p near 
M enom inee by a cheap restau ran t keeper 
nam ed W illiam Gaines, of Chicago. 
Not 
u n til h er arrival in ihe lum ber region did 
site realize th e life sh e was to lead, and 
then lack of funds prevented her returning. 
By force she was com pelled to do th e bid­ 
ding of the fiends w ho kept th e “ bell ” in 
w hich she was confined. 
K icks and beat­ 
ings w ere frequent. 
T he sh a n ty in which 
they were penned was surrounded by high 
palisades, and thirteen bloodhounds fu rth er 
prevented escape.

DEFYING THE LAW. 
There is no more vicious gambling than 
that of the lottery, am! none that is more 
deceptive and demoralizing than the much 
advertised Louisiana. Yet we find this 
week California journals, for coin, defying 
the law and devoting two and three col­ 
umns to elaborate descriptions of the 
*'■ drawings” of this method of fleecing the 
people, and of accounts of the results of Ihe 
drawings. These descriptions, which are 
nothing more nor less than advertising 
tricks, and therefore plainly in violation 
of the laws of the State, labor in detail to 
prove that the “ drawings ” are “ honestly” 
conducted, as if that in any respect lessens 
their viciousness. The truth is, however, 
that the lottery cannot lie “ honestly ” 
drawn, so long as the lottery concern has 
not received from every quarter full re­ 
turns of all tickets sold. Yet it is a fact 
that the drawings take place irrespective 
of these returns, thus assuming that all 
the tickets are sold, or else the concern 
running the lottery is more than foolish in 
publishing its lists before the tickets are 
turned in, for all unsold tickets it would, 
of course, draw in its own behalf. But the 
dupes of this lowest form of gaining con­ 
tinue to he gulled, and do not pause to 
reflect upon the fact that there must be a 
marvelously heavy percentage against 
them, to justify the extraordinary outlay 
made in advertising the scheme so widely 
and in such various ways. 
There ought to he action at this session 
of the Legislature in the direction con­ 
templated hv the Constitution and the 
present law, to choke oil' the methods of 
advertising the lottery managers now 
adopt to evade the statute. For instance, 
¡Section 322 of the Penal Code reads: 
“ Every person who aids or asr.ists, either 
by printing, writing, advertising, publishing, 
or otherwise in setting up, managing or 
drawing any lottery, or In selling or dis­ 
posing of any ticket, chance or share 
therein is guilty of a misdemeanor.” 
Now, since the newspapers which adver­ 
tise the lottery referred to, claim that 
publishing an advertisement or “a reading 
account” of the “ result" of a drawing is 
not “advertising” the lottery or aiding the 
sale of tickets, let some legislator who has 
not the fear of the lottery ring before lii.s 
eves, propose an amendment to include 
any form of publication of the results, 
manner or methods, figures, numbers or 
devices of drawings, or any form or recital 
of the methods of drawings, or any accounts 
alleged to be narratives of the “ luck ” of 
ticket-holders, etc. Those who advertise 
the schemes, no matter how they “ whip 
the devil around the stump,” violate the 
law as it is ; but remove utterly every 
shadow of excuse, let the law be amended 
to cover it, as suggested, and then let it la* 
seen whether prosecuting officials have the 
hardihood to refuse to enforce the law, and 
the Legislature the courage to compel 
them to pursue the offenders. 
The Constitution, Article IV., Section 
28, declares that “ the legislature shall 
pass laws to prohibit the sale in this State 
of lottery or gift enterprise tickets, or 
tickets in any scheme in the nature of a 
lottery.” It is therefore the sworn duty of 
the legislators to see that the spirit of the 
Constitution is given full cflcet in the law, 
and to that end they should pass laws to 
prohibit, under severer penalties than now 
attach, any manner of advertising aid 
given to the sale of lottery tickets. 
There is not one of the San Francisco 
journals reaping such large rewards from 
lottery advertising, that has the courage to 
«lefend the practice, or that will advise the 
people to throw their money into the maw 
of the lottery monster. There is not 
among them all a single journal that will 
editorially indorse the lottery, or coun­ 
tenance the.r employes in investing in it, 
O' that has the hardihood to oppose such 
amendment to the law as to remove any 
possible doubt as to what constitutes “ lot­ 
tery advertising." Some hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars annually arc “ raked in ” 
in this State by lottery swindles, and 
thousands of j>oor dupes rob their families 
of the necessities and comforts of life, in 
order to indulge the fatal appetite for this 
form of gambling. The commonest con­ 
siderations of humanity demand that so 
far as it is possible for the law to do it, the 
means of gratifying this appetite lie re­ 
moved, and one of th.> first steps in this 
«direction is to prohibit any and every form 
of advertising the “schemes," and to make 
the inhibition so explicit that not even the 
Sail Francisco press will be able to evade 
the law, no.- the i rosecuting attorneys of 
the State put in peril tlipir offices, by ne­ 
glecting to bring to punishment every of­ 
fender.

THE U'GLYNN CASE. 
PACIFIC COAST. 


There is a great deal more of “ fuss ” 
being made over the case of Mr. McGlvnn 
than its public interest warrants. 
A 
church takes the initial steps to inquire 
into the conduct of one of its clergy, who 
has voluntarily pleged himself to abide by 
the disciplinary regulations of the organ­ 
ization. The matter really begins and 
ends there. The doctrines the priest may 
preach in his non-clerical capacity must 
stand or fall by their merits or weakness. 
That his church proposes to regulate his 
conduct while wearing its cloth is cer­ 
tainly its undeniable right. If the man 
has violated obligations assumed as a 
priest, his disciplinary arraignment is a 
matter that lies between himself and the 
authorities to which he subjects himself. 
That Dr. McGlvnn spoke in advocacy of 
the land fallacies of Henry George, simply 
amounts to a reflection of his personal 
views. When it is attempted, however, to 
attach importance to them as a priestly 
expression, it is dearly the right of the 
body whose robes lie wears to object to the 
church being thus dragged in the political 
economic debate by his action, or commit­ 
ted to or against the doctrines he ad­ 
vances. It seems to calm reason that there 
is no sufficient cause for critical inter­ 
meddling with the church, for exercising 
a right it certainly possesses, any more 
than for interfering in like manner with, 
any purely private organization when it 
calls its membership to account. In other 
words, while it is the indefensable right 
of a man to speak as he thinks—within 
the law—in his individual capacity, vet, 
if he has taken an obligation to an asso­ 
ciation not to speak while wearing its 
regalia except as the policy of that organ­ 
ization determines, he has but one of two 
things to do, ol>ey or disconnect himself, 
and the sole judge of the infringement of 
the regulations perserilied for him is the 
authority that body has designated for 
such purpose. Any adverse criticism of 
Roman Catholic Church authorities for 
disciplining Dr. McGlvnn is without the 
proper domain of the discussion of the 
doctrines of Henry George. So far as the 
Church itself, by due authority, enters po­ 
litical debate, or meddles with political 
questions, it becomes the proper subject of 
criticism, but controlling its priests as it 
chooses is a matter exclusively domestic. 
THE HAWAIIAN TREATY. 
The Hawaiian Treaty has been extended 
for another period of seven years, and a 
new condition attached giving our navy 
most desirable coaling provision in I’earl 
Harbor. The claim is made that the 
treaty must go to the House for approval, 
because the new concession affects the reve­ 
nues, but this claim has very doubtful foot­ 
ing. The new convention was wise. Aside 
from any and all commercial and trade 
questions, we could not afford to witness 
the passage of the trade privileges granted 
us to other nations. The national wel­ 
fare demanded that we should maintain a 
foothold upon the Sandwich Islands, and 
secure a mid-ocean station for our ships, 
not susceptible of being closed to us by the 
local government at the dictation of any 
foreign power. The protection of our 
merchant marine in the Pacific demanded 
that the Pearl Harbor concession should 
lie secured, and not less important is it to the 
defense of this coast. So far as the con­ 
cedía! revenues are concerned, the return 
far outweighs them. That the House can 
interfere because the treaty-making power 
relaxes the right to collect certain revenues, 
in order to secure reciprocal returns, is a 
position that is not defensible. But if it 
were, we cannot believe the national rep­ 
resentative body in the interest of Eastern 
sugar-dealers, or for any other reason, will 
sacrifice the important and augmenting 
trade between the United States and the 
Hawaiian group. The opponents of the 
treaty may be expected to leave no stone 
unturned to defeat the new convention, 
and tliis suggestion of House interference 
is but one of the methods it is employing 
in the interest of a desperate cause. Ft Ls 
needless to recite the commercial reasons 
that underlie the treaty. These we have 
repeatedly set forth; the treaty has been 
saved, to the credit of the nation and the 
great profit and benefit of the Pacific 
coast, and must not now be broken down 
by any claim of jurisdiction for the lower 
House of Congress, put forward by purely 
selfish interests. 


It is one of the most healthful of signs 
that the irrigation question is now being 
considered and debated by the legislators 
with that calm under which only it can 
have justice. The fever heat that charac­ 
terized the late extra session, is wholly 
wanting, as also the total absence of the 
effort to coerce legislators and the press 
that was no prominent a few months 
ago. The country is coming gradually to 
the view this paper contended for from 
the outset—State control and regulation 
of public waters for their use to the broad­ 
est advantage by the largest number. It 
may lie said to now be agreed by all that 
no hasty or arbitrary legislation will give 
us a practical irrigation system. There is 
to be yet much more study of the subject, 
and the great end to he accomplished will 
lie reached by progressive stages of action. 


G a r d in e r, who murdered vouug Guin- 
don, has been sentenced to imprisonment 
for the term of his natural life. Yet it is 
safe to predict that presently, wheu the 
criminal's health begins to fail from con­ 
finement, there will be circulated a peti­ 
tion for his release, based upon the ground 
that if lie is kept in prison he will die, 
notwithstanding the fact that he is put 
into the penitentiary to remain until lie 
does die. Things as paradoxical as that 
have happened in the history of the par - 
don “ business.”

I n all the rumors of threats of war in 
Europe there is nothing so significant as 
the orders of Germany recalling all Ger­ 
mans in England temporarily engaged in 
mercantile affairs. Such orders are never 
Issued until the Government ha3 reason to 
feel that it may need every man at his 
post. That France has voted the sum 
asked by the Minister of War is not in 
itself a threat of war, since the Homes at 
the same time refused to vote other sums 
needed for naval strengthening.

FREMONT’S CHALLENGE TO MASON.

T H E TRIN ITY TRAGEDY. 
T he Story of K unz' M urder, as T old by 
O ne ot th e G ang. 
W eavkrville, January 23d.—fn the trial 
of George H. Kunz, for the murder of Geo. 
Erickson at Mad river, September 9, 1830. 
the prosecution rested on Friday afternoon. 
The defense then demanded that the peo­ 
ple be required to place George Orr.fa co­ 
conspirator, who had been examined at the 
preliminary examination, on the witness- 
stand, which the Court denied. 
John Norris, another conspirator, testi­ 
fied, his evidence being substantially as 
contained in his statement to detective 
Lawson. Yesterday morning Mr. Knight 
for the prosecution asked to reopen their 
case, that he might introduce Orr, in com­ 
pliance with defendant's wish, and other 
witnesses to substantiate Orr. This was 
granted by the Court, and Orr proceeded to 
testify, being still held jointly with Kunz 
and others for the murder of Erickson. 
Orr’s testimony was most positive. In brief 
he related how he went to work for Kunz 
in June last, and how a few days later he 
was approached by him with a proposition 
to kill Erickson for $500. Kunz continued 
to importune him nearly every time they 
were alone together, until on July 4th 
K udz detailed plans for the murder and the 
certainty of not being detected so plainly 
and plausibly that Orr consented to do the 
deed. He also told how about August 1st 
John Norris came to Kunz’s house and told 
him (Orr) to go ahead and it would be all 
right, and also said, in answer to the ques­ 
tion, "W hen or how soon?” “ The sooner 
the better,” and informed him that the 
money would be paid through Kunz later 
on. Orr told his wife, and partly through 
her appeals he relented and afterwards told 
Kunz that he would not kill Erickson or 
have anvthing to do with it. On Septem­ 
ber 7tli Runz and Orr went out to work on 
a brush fence. Kunz rode off, leaving Orr 
at work, early in the morning and did not 
return until 5 o'clock in the afternoon, 
when he told Orr that he liad shot Erick­ 
son on the Mad river trail when Erickson 
was returning home from llettenchow. 
Kunz and Orr visited Erickson’s house that 
evening and also the dead body of Erickson 
by the side of the trail, and the next morn­ 
ing assisted in having the body conveyed 
home. They also aided at the Coroner's 
inquest. 
Slips or notes in Kunz’s handwriting 
which had passed between him and Orr 
while they were confined in adjoining cells 
in the county jail, were introduced in evi­ 
dence and identified by Orr, as also a list of 
questions which at that time had been pre­ 
pared by Detective Lawson for Orr to write 
and pass to Kunz on like slips of paper, 
and to which those introduced were Kunz’s 
answers. Many other evidences of Kunz’s 
guilt were presented. 
A number of witnesses, including Orr’s 
wife, were introduced, and corroborated his 
testimony in a number of particulars. 
Others will follow to-morrow. While the 
defense has not yet been heard, public sen­ 
timent seems unanimous in the belief that 
a plain case of premeditated brutal and 
cowardly murder has been fully established 
and that the jurv will so find. 
LATER—KUNZ CONVICTED. 
Trinity Center, January 23d.—At 
Weaverville, in this county, in the trial of 
Georgi Kunz, for the murder of George 
Erickson last fall, the case was submitted 
to the jury last night. The jury was out 
three-quarters of an hour, and brought in a 
verdict of murder in the first degree. Kunz 
will bang. 
FOULLY tlU B D ER ED . 
A F arm er A m bushed and K illed N ear 
L atrobe on Saturday. 
Latbohe, January 23d.—W. W. Faber, a 
rancher, residing three miles from Latrobe, 
was found dead in the road two miles from 
here to-day, shot through the back by some 
unknown party. The murder was com 
mitted yesterday about noon, as he was re­ 
turning in a buggy from town to his home. 
He was last seen alive by a neighbor 
through whose ranch lie passed yesterday 
morning, and to-day his body was dis­ 
covered by the same neighbor about half a 
mile distant. The horse and buggy were 
entangled in the brush near by. Faber had 
got out of the buggy to open a gate, and 
was evidently shot by a concealed enemy 
while in the act. No evidence of robbery 
was found, as his watch and other valuables 
remain on his person. He leaves an aged 
mother, a wife and two children. The 
Coroner at Placerville has been telegrap.ied 
for.

A Duel WlUch Would Have Been Historic, 
but YVhlch Was Fortunately Avoided. 
Most Californians are more or less fa­ 
miliar with the particulars of the noted 
duel between Broderick and Terry, which 
grew out of the fierce passions aroused by 
the bitter contest for political supremacy 
between the two wings of the Democratic 
party in the earlier times of California, but 
not so many, nor probably all readers of 
the R ecord-C nion, have heard the chal­ 
lenge that almost culminated in a duel be­ 
tween two of the leading Americans in 
California just as she passed to the control 
of the United States. Had this earlier duel 
been fought, the chances were that a promi­ 
nent man would have been killed, and, by 
his death, the person, who has since come to 
be regarded as a hero of great romantic in­ 
terest, would never have entered the United 
States Senate, nor have becom e.the candidate 
of one of the great parties for the Presidency. 
The quarrel, therefore, was, as it were, a 
pivot on which balanced for a time the 
course of the political history of the United 
States. 
The events which led to the challenge 
are admirably presented, in a spirit of fair­ 
ness and good judgment, by the historian, 
H. H. Bancroft, in the fifth volume of his 
history of California. While this State was 
yet a Mexican province, Fremont entered 
the country with his troop of explorers, 
and he was more or less connected with 
the hostile movements of the Americans 
which preceded the conquest. After the 
flag of the United States was raised, and 
Commodore Stockton had come to the head 
of affairs, he appointed Fremont as Gov­ 
ernor of California. But when General 
Kearny reached this coast, with instruc­ 
tions i'rom Washington which authorized 
him to assume military and political con­ 
trol, a conflict of authority arose between 
him and Fremont, which threatened, for a 
time, to lead to serious difficulty. Kearny, 
however, soon received additional instruc­ 
tions, which folly established his authority, 
and he thereupon appointed Mason Gov­ 
ernor of California, giving Fremont orders 
to disband bis volunteer troops and to re­ 
port at Monterey. 
Having been thus arbitrarily deposed, 
Fremont was naturally irritated, and felt 
little disposed to submit cheerfully to his 
supplanter. Fremont arrived in Los Angeles 
in the last ot March, 1846, and Mason came 
to the same place about a week later. 
Several interviews were held between Fre­ 
mont and Mason, and at the meetings 
Cooke waá present by the request of Mason. 
Cooke had been appointed military com­ 
mander of Southern California by General 
Kearny. Little is known of these meetings 
except that they were not friendly, and 
that Fremont deemed himself insulted by 
Cooke's presence as a witness. 
On the 12th of April Mason called for a 
list of all of Fremont’s civil appointments 
and for all his records, civil and military. 
The list and a few papers were furnished 
next day, accompanied by the statement 
that the main record bad been forwarded 
to Washington. The growing hostility be­ 
tween the two men was brought to a cli­ 
max by the manner in which Fremont 
was ordered to bring in a band of horses 
that had been sent out to graze in the 
country preparatory to their further use by 
the explorers. Mason had to send twice 
before Freemont would come to his quar­ 
ters to answer certain questions about the 
horses. When at length Freemont did 
come, he used language that caused Mason 
to say, “ None of your insolence, or I will 
put you in irons." And the information 
was given that the Governor would hold 
himself responsible for these words. Fre­ 
mont, thereupon, returned to his quarters, 
and immediately sent Major Reading with 
a demand for an apology; on a refusal 
being given to this, a challenge was sent. 
The challenge was accepted by a verbal 
agreement with Reading on the same even­ 
ing, and double-barrelled shotguns were 
named as the weapons. 
It has been claimed that the choice of 
this unusual weapon indicated a deliberate 
purpose on Mason’s part of drawing a chal­ 
lenge from Fremont with ihe intention of 
killing him, as Mason was remarkably 
skillful with this gun. But Mr. Bancroft 
does not accept this theory, although he 
says that the choice of the shotgun reflected 
little credit upon Mason, and that in many 
respects Fremont shows to better advan­ 
tage in this affair than his rival. 
On the day after the challenge Mason 
sent a note, announcing that the affair 
would have to be postponed until the par­ 
ties could meet at Monterev, and he started 
for that place a few days later. 
When the affair became known to Gen­ 
eral Kearny, he issued positive orders, 
which prevented a hostile meeting. It has 
been asserted by Senator Benton, of Mis­ 
souri, and others that there was a collusive 
attempt, indicated by letters of Kearny, 
Mason and Biddle, to bring about this re­ 
sult. and thus to extricate Mason from the 
affair. 
But this does not appear on the 
face of the facts, and it is worthy of note 
that Kearny's duty, by the rules of war, 
was to arrest both parties, and his act of 
postponing the duel in a written order 
places him in a peculiar position. After Fre­ 
mont reached Monterey he is said to have 
visited Mason's quarters, in order to make 
his presence known, and to have declined 
an invitation to be seated. 
The affair, thus cut short, was renewed 
later, in 1350, by a letter sent by Mason, 
saying that Fremont, who was then a Sen­ 
ator at Washington, could have satisfaction 
by coming to St. Louis; but no attention 
was paid to the letter, and the mutter was 
finally ended by Mason’s death a little 
later.

The bill makes hy­ 
draulic mining a felony where the debris from 
such mine finds its way into navigable streams. 
Variel. Brusie and Shannahan .sjxdce vigorously 
agaiust it. Ohleyer, Hart and Adams in favor 
of it. The latter in the course of his remarks 
said. ” My consti uents demand i t ; individu­ 
ally I have no interest in it; water never 
touches me.” It is needless to add that Mr. 
Adams belongs to the Democracy, which is 
often otherwise frequently termed “ the great 
unwashed.” After considerable discussion the 
bill was read a first time. 
O’Grady threw a bombshell into the Junket­ 
ing Comnoittee’s camp on Saturday when, after 
permissions granted to several committees to 
take trips, he offered the following : 
Resolved, That the Committee on Indian Affairs 
be allowed two weeks’ leave of absence iu order 
that they may visit the lava beds, the scene of 
the late Modoc war, and select a suitable site 
for the erection of a monument to the memory 
of ecouchin.

Railroad Hews. 
In conversation yesterday with a Call re­ 
porter, Colonel C. F. Crocker stated that the 
directors of the Southern Pacific and the 
shareholders oí the Oregon and California I 
had come to an understanding regarding | 
the terms for the transfer of the road to tbe 
Southern Pacific system. Whether any 
papers had been signed making the sale 
absolute he was not certain of, but believed 
the transaction will be satisfactorily con­ 
cluded within the next few days. The 
completion of the California and Oregon to 
Ashland depends entirely upon the suc­ 
cessful termination of the negotiations, and 
should they fall through the construction 
force at work on the California road will 
immediately be taken off and the comple­ 
tion of the road delayed for an indefinite 
period. About 511 miles of road yet re­ 
main to be constructed before a connection 
can be made with the Oregon and Califor­ 
nia, the present end of the track being 
about twenty-five miles from the boundary 
line.In reference to the reported sale of the 
Houston and Texas road to the Southern 
Pacific, Colonel Crocker said that the con­ 
trol of the line bad been obtained by the 
Southern Pacific at the same time that the 
Morgan system had been purchased. The 
road had been and was then in the hands 
of a receiver, and the rumor concerning a 
purchase had, doubtless, originated in an 
attempt that is now being made to take it 
out of the receiver’s hands for the purpose 
of reorganizing and refunding it. In refer­ 
ence to Southern California projects. Col­ 
onel Crocker stated that it was the desire 
and determination of the company to push 
the road to Santa Uarbarh as soon as possi­ 
ble.—S. F. Call, January 23d.

THE 
WIEZEL CASE. 


W h a t th e M ed ica l 
E xp erts 
S ay—T h e 
P rosecution** R eb u tta l. 
T he taking of testimony in the case of 
Josephine Wiezel, for m urder, was resumed 
by the defense on Saturday. 
There was 
the usual crowd of interested spectators 
that bad thronged the Court-room from the 
sommencement of the trial, hut Judge \\ il 
son made an order that only those could 
remain who occupied seats, owing to the 
noise made by persons pushing their way 
through the crowd on the preceding day. 
The defendant, with her babe, occupied 
her accustomed place, 
accompanied by 
members of her family and friends. ^Tbe 
defense had closed its testimony on Friday, 
with the exception of such facts as it sought 
to prove by medical experts. 
_ 
The first witness called was Dr. Parkin 
son, City Physician, to whom Mr. Johnson 
subm itted the following hypothetical ques­ 
tion, or series of questions : 
Suppose, 
doctor, there was a young 
woman, 20 years of age, always cheerful, 
fond of dress, of society, of parties, of 
dances, rather rem arkable for her good 
spirits, attentive to her household duties, 
careful of her dress and appearance, loving 
in her relations with brothers and sisters, 
a quiet and regular sleeper, healthy and of 
good fiesb, and that she is carnally known 
by a man against her will in February; 
that immediately tollowing and contin- 
iously thereafter her whole character seems 
changed; she no longer cares for dress, nor 
society, nor parties, nor dances; she is al­ 
ways low-spirited and melancholy, fre­ 
quently weeping w ithout apparent cause; 
inattentive to her household duties ; untidy 
in her dress and appearance; forgetful of 
her work ; sleepless to a great degree, fre­ 
quently getting out of her bed at night and 
w alking the floor and moaning and fretting; 
objecting strongly to going upon the stre et; 
avoiding the society of a brother who had 
formerly been one of her favorites; and 
that, as she becomes convinced of her preg­ 
nancy (from the act done to her in Febru­ 
ary) these symptoms increase in force, and 
she loses flesh and strength; and that, as 
she becomes more aware of her condition, 
she visits the man responsible therefor and 
begs and entreats him to marry her, which 
he refuses. 
She calls upon officers and 
a Judge to aid her, and when relating her 
story is remarked by them to act strangely 
and unnaturally, and to have a peculiar 
expression in her eyes, and when the final 
refusal of the m an to m arry her is com­ 
municated to her, she became hyster­ 
ical ; 
and that during the 
conversa­ 
tions 
w ith the 
Judge she had con­ 
sulted she makes threats, in a wild and 
peculiar m anner, accompanied by hyster­ 
ical laughter, that she will kill the author 
of her sham e; that after final refusai on 
his part she acts more strangely than ever; 
that the next day she* disguises herself and 
shoots the man who had wronged her, 
although she had never tired a pistol or 
;un before, and that in the preparations 
’or and consummation of such act of shoot­ 
ing she showed unusual cu n n in g ; and 
that, after her arrest, she acts in an unnat­ 
ural m anner, with an unprecedented cool­ 
ness and calmness, detailing unasked every 
particular of her actions and thoughts, 
while her eyes have a peculiar and glaring 
appearance; and that, from the date of the 
shooting to the birth of her child, in No- 
vtm ber, she manifested no change for the 
better in her appearance, or conduct, or 
m anner, or language ; and that, after the 
birth of her child there was a partial return 
to hei condition before the act of February, 
with the added condition that she sits for 
hours at a time with her hands folded 
doing nothing, saying nothing, but looking 
at her baby ; anil that at no tim e has she 
seemed to realize her position or the act she 
committed. 
W hat would you say as to her 
m ental condition at the tim e she committed 
the act of shooting? 
The witness’ reply was that these cir­ 
cumstances would indicate m ental derange­ 
ment. 
In general term s the witness ad­ 
hered to his answers on cross-examination. 
One of the jurors asked if there be a 
latent trait of insanity in a woman, would 
it be more apt to develop during pregnancy 
than at other times, and the physician gave 
an em phatic response in the affirmative, 
because the condition of pregnancy would 
have a tendancy to increase and develop 
the insanity. 
The defense next called Dr.G. M. Dixon, 
to whom Mr. Johnson read the same hy­ 
pothetical question 
propounded to Dr. 
l ’arkinson, and witness replied substan­ 
tially to the same effect. 
On cross-examination witness said that 
the circumstances embraced in Mr. Jo h n ­ 
son’s question showed a case of emotional 
derangement. There was a feeling of re­ 
lief and satisfaction, said witness, in the 
m ind of the woman, after the act of the 
shooting was over. The witness said he 
had given the question of insanity some 
consideration, and had treated insane pa­ 
tients. 
T he father of the defendant was next 
called to establish the date of the birth of 
defendant’s child, which he said was on 
the 8th of November, 1S80. 
A t the afternoon session the defense 
called W alter Mas’in. who stated that last 
February, the 20lh of that m onth, the de­ 
fendant called at his house iu Davisville, 
and he noticed scratches on her face. The 
scratches appeared to have been done by 
fingers. 
T he defense here rested, and the prosecu­ 
tion called Louis Kucher, in rebuttal. The 
witness is a young man 21 years of age, 
and a brother of defendant’s brother-in- 
law. This witness is said to be rather 
weak-minded, the result of long-continued 
illness, and adm itted that such is the fact. 
His testimony, in brief, was that defendant 
—who was at his bouse one evening— 
asked him to accompany her to the Gram ­ 
m ar School grounds, as she desired to see 
Klein to get som ething from him . 
W it­ 
ness said that he entered a closet, so as 
not to be seen by Klein ; 
that Miss Wiezel 
and Klein m et and occupied a seat for some 
time, when the former came to the build­ 
ing for the purpose of getting a drink from 
a hydrant; 
that in order to reach the hy­ 
drant she had to pass through a sort of 
hallway connected with the closet wherein 
witness was secreted ; 
that Klein followed 
her in there, and committed the act claimed 
to have been an assault; that witness told 
him a few m inutes afterward that ” he had 
his opinion of him ,” and that the ciri re­ 
marked, “ Now Jake will have to m arry 
me.” 
W hen asked if there was any under­ 
standing between Miss Wiezel and witness 
as to what he might be expected to witness, 
if anything, witness said there was not. He 
testified th at the defendant made little or 
no outcry during the alleged act of rape, 
hut that she drtfr-cry while on the way 
home. 
Albert W eisler, a cousin of Klein, the de­ 
ceased. was called to prove that the alleged 
assqult occurred on the 5th day of March, 
instead of near the 1st of February, as he 
claimed to have been present at Klein’s 
house ihat night when Mrs. Wiezel called 
to dem and satisfaction of Klein. 
E. A. Garlichs was called for the same 
purpose. 
At 3 o’clock flie Court adjourned until 
this m orning at 10 o’clo.k. 


R e v iv a l S e rv ic e s liy D r. M cD on ald . 
The Rev. W illiam McDonald, D. D., of 
Boston, President of the National Camp 
Meeting Association, preached yesterday at 
the Sixth-street M. E. Church, morning 
and evening. Dr. McDonald is making a 
brief stay in this city conducting a union 
revival service for the Sixth-street and 
Central M. E. Churches. 
His services have 
already continued a week. 
Last night 
everv seat in the church was filled long be­ 
fore‘the hour ot service, and chairs were 
brought into requisition for every availa­ 
ble space, and m any were turned away. 
After a praise service of thirty minutes by 
the choir, the doctor announced his text to 
be Acts, vi., 8 : •* And Stephen, full of faith 
and power, did great wonders ar.d miracles 
among the people; ’ and preached, on the 
life and m artyrdom of Stephen, a sermon 
of great impressiveness and power—one 
lo n g io be remembered by his hearers. An.

MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE. 


C h a r le . F . S m ith , B a k e r & H a m ilto n ’s 
B o o k k eep er, C an n ot B e F o u n d . 
The family and friends of Charles F. 
Sm ith, bookkeeper w ith Baker & H am il­ 
ton, are m uch distressed in consequence of 
his m ysterious disappearance 
Saturday 
afternoon, when he quietly walked out of 
the office of that firm, about 2 o’clock, 
leaving his coat and overcoat hanging in 
their accustomed place, and wearing a knit 
jacket over his vest. H e was seen walking 
away from the store, and since than he has 
been lost to sigh tas completely, apparently, 
as though the earth had opened and swal­ 
lowed him .

Friday evening two entries which 
looked wrong were found, one being in the 
sum of $400, and the other $200. Saturday 
m orning the experts 
found a mistake 
am ounting to $2,000, and called upon some 
of the clerks to assist them in going over 
figures, but nothing was said to Mr. Smith, 
who, however, doubtless surmised that 
errors hail been found, and became m uch 
worried and excited in consequence. A 
further exam ination of the books showed 
that, as regarded the $2,000, it was only an 
error in bookkeeping, which Mr. Smith 
had at first attended to by forcing a bal­ 
ance, but in a few days afterwards it came 
out all right. The exam ination of the 
accounts has not been completed, but so far 
all that have been found wrong, or appar­ 
ently wrong, are the two entries concerning 
the $400 and $200, and the looseness shown 
in the m anner the $2,000 entry had been 
made. There was certainly nothing in 
this to cause an ordinary m an to do any­ 
thing rash because of the facts being dis­ 
covered ; hut M r.Sm ith is reported to have 
been 


a sin g u l a r l y 
e x c ita b le m a s, 
A very sm all worry being sufficient to 
cause him extreme nervousness. 
About a 
m onth ago burglars entered the store and 
operated upon the safes. One they suc­ 
ceeded in opening, and. taking out a shot 
sack filled with old and rare coins, belong­ 
ing to Mr. Hubbard, they exam ined its 
contents, hut were not pleased with them 
sufficiently to carry them off. They then 
turned their attention to the main safe, 
which Mr. Sm ith used in the general busi­ 
ness of the establishment, and in their 
efforts to open it wrenched off one of its 
door handles and did other damage, but did 
not reach its interior. Two detectives were 
sent up from San Francisco to endeavor to 
work up the burglary, but they did not suc­ 
ceed.

That he has not seemed to be exactly 
‘rig h t” since, and it is feared that his 
mind became deranged to some extent. 
Such being the case, there is reason to be­ 
lieve th at his condition would he rendered 
much worse by the anxiety and uneasiness 
caused by the exam ination of his books. 
He made up his cash before he went away 
on Saturday, and, on exam ination yester­ 
day it was found to be all right. The safe 
keys he placed in a drawer of his desk be­ 
fore going out, and it is not believed that 
he had with him any m oney beyond some 
sm all change.

has a wife and three children, and a very 
pleasant home at Eighteenth and II streets.

There were twenty-seven cases of small­ 
pox brought to Sydney by a steamer from 
au infected port. 
NEW ZEALAND. 
A scene occurred on (lie race-course at 
Christchurch, January 1st, resulting in a 
severe castigation of a jockey named Ma­ 
son. At the finish of the maiden race. 
Mason, who was riding Nipper, crushed 
Wrangler, who was coming up on the in­ 
side, on to the raiis. and then ensued the 
spectacle of Smith (Wrangler's jockey) lav- 
tig his whip, wiih all his might, about 
Mason's shoulders as the pair rode past the 
stand. 
Both riders were subsequently 
called before the stewards and severely cen­ 
sured. The affair provoked much feeling 
among the spectators, both being alter­ 
nately cheered and booted.
